Constantinople, May 13.—The entbas- 


sadors o£ the powers here held, a pro- 
longed conference, at the close of which 
they presented to the Turkish govern- 
ment a collective memorandum propos- 
ing an armistice between Turkey and 
Greece on the basis of the negotiations 
for peace now in progress through the 
powers.

In an undertone in Turkish, 'Who's this 
pope that's always meddling in the af- 
fairs of our state?' and then aloud in 
French, 'Tell his holiness that*it is my 
constant care to attend to the -welfare 
of all my subjects.1 


"The 
pope, deeply offended at seehig 


his plans for the eastern charches up- 
set in this fashion, tried another letter 
ast October. 
This had a better re- 


ception, but was never answered, and 
there have been no direct communica- 
:ions between the Vatican and the 
oorte since." 


Greece's Unenviable Position. 


London, May 13.—The correspondent 


of The Times at Athens says: 


"Acute anxiety is felt here because of 


the absence of any news typtn General 
Smolenskl'a column. 


"Owing to the delay in arranging the 


armistice, the government has address- 
ed a strong protest to the powers de- 
cHiring to bear the responsibility should 
further bloodshed occur and lead to ae- 
riotts complications. 


"As M. Ralli explains to me, the gov- 


ernment Is in a, serious predicament. In 
order to secure mediation It has com- 
promised itself in the e^es of both 
Greeks and Cretans without obtaining 
a positive guarantee thwt Turkey will 
cease hostilities. Should the war be re- 
sumed the position of the government 
will be most unenviable."

Washington, 
May 
13.— The senate- 


committee on foreign relations is bu^y 
with the investigation of the Cuban sit- 
uation and will probably be able to 
make a report tomorrow. 


Some question has arisen as to the 


effect the report of the committee or the 
information at the ' stale department 
may have upon the resolution now 
pending in the senate. Members of the 
committee do not express an opinion 
on the subject, but enough IB known 
to Justify the conclusion that instead 
of weakening the resolution its friends 
will find cause for insisting that there 
is a strong reason for passing it. The 
object of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, which has deprecated ha-sty action 
and suggested that the resolution be 
referred to the committee, is that the 
senate should not act in the premises 
until there is more information at hand. 
The opponents of the resolution have 
declared that the newspaper reports of 
the conditions in Cuba are not baaed 
upon facts and are highly exaggerated. 
Those who have become acquainted 
with the reports in the state depart- 
ment are of the opinion that the re- 
ports in the press have been in the 
main correct. One member of the com- 
mittee who had listened to the sum- 
mary of the reperts in the department 
said that a very serious condition ex- 
isted in Cuba and that the inquiry now 
being made by the committee would re- 
sult in bringing to light the exact facts. 


Davi« K« plies to Criticisms. 


Some strictures were passed upon 


members' of the foreign relations .com- 
mittee who about a year ago voted for 
a resolution similar to the one pending 
and who now ask for time to consider 
the matter with more 
deliberation. 


Speaking of this criticism. Chairman 
Davis of the foreign relations commit- 
tee said: 


"At the time the former resolution 


was reported Gomez was a,t the head of 
a targe army in the eastern end of the 
island, and Maceo was at the head ol 
another army In the west. They coulc 
march from one end to the other ol 
Cufea. Campos had been defeated in a 
great battle and was shut within soltt 
fortifications and confined to a emal 
territory around Havana. Every one 
knew that a state o( war existed. That 
was a year ago. Great changes 
since taken place. Maceo is dead am 
his army dispersed. 
Gomez is at tht 


head of but a small force, certainly 1 
is no suc-h army as was reported then 
There are conflicting statements as to 
the strength of the insurgents and the 
control which Spain has over tbe 
]and. It is right and proper that the 
facts that have since readied the stat< 
department should be laid before the 
senate and the committee so that Intel 
ligent action can be had." 


Mr. Davis says that the sympathy 


with the struggling Cubans is as grea 
as ever. 


Senate Without Official Information. 
Another member of the commit t< 


said that the senate was practically 
without official Information for nearly 
a year. The senate would not be Justi- 
fied in acting upon information a year 
or even six months old. What it wanted 
was the facts as they had been report- 
ed from time to time and up to date, 


The Republicans of the committee do 


not feel justified in pushing the admin- 
istration until it has had time to act. 
It has been pointed out that only two 
months have elapsed since the admin- 
istration came into power, and it hae 
scarcely had time to take up and con- 
aider so important a matter as tha-t 
which has been presented. The pend- 
ing resolution, unlike a joint resolution, 
will require the executive either to ap-

THE LIQUOR TRIAL

Nixon & 


Scully Still Proceeds 


In District Court. 


Witnesses Examined Today. Counsel 


on Both Sides Very Alert. Try. 


ing to Show That the Liquor 


Was Bought In Pittsfield. 


The trial of Nixon & Scully on the 
harge of selling liquor by the bottle in 
iolation of law was resumed in the dis- 
rict court this morniog. Public interest 
n the case has not abated in the least, as 
was evidenced by the large attendance of 
hose who frequent tiie court and also 
hose who do not, city officials and promi- 
nent citizens being noticeable in the court 
n unusual numbers. 
The witnessed examined tliia forenoon 


were for the defense. The first was Ar- 
hur Sauluier, who testified that he was in 
.Nixon £ Scully '3 saloon May 3, the date 
n which the alleged illegal sale is said to 
have been made. He heard Julius Fuller 


>f Pittsfield, to whom it is claimed the 
iquor was sold, say to Mr. Scully that he 
had heard they could not sell by the bot- 
le in this city and so had come prepared, 
having a quart bottle of whiskey in his 
pocket. On cross-examination Saulnier 
estiued that he was in the saloon more or 
ess and that he was friendly with Mr. 
Nixon, with whom he used to work in 
one of the mills. 


James Condon, the next witness, testi- 


fied that he knew Fuller and saw him in 
the saloon May 3. They drank together. 
fuller remarked that it was a funny law 
hey had in this city, and that as be was 
joing ashing he had come prepared. Con- 
don did not notice the bottle m Fuller'! 
pocket. 
Fuller acted quoerly, talked 


much and seemed silly, BO much so that a 
ittle later when Condon was standing on 
the saloon steps ami Fuller returned, 
london turned his back so Fuller would 
not notice him, as he did not want to hear 
any more of his foolish talk. 


Francis A. Qoodell, ft, carpet layer, was 
n the saloon on the date in question and 
saw Fuller when he came in. Fuller hac 
a can and a package in his hands and a 
small bundle under his arm. Mr. Goodell 
noticed no package in Fuller's pocket 
He heard Fuller speak to Nixon and 
Puller appeared all straight. 


Edward Mitchell testified that he came 


from Canada this spring and is now work- 
ing in Pontoosuc. He was arrested in this 
city for drunkenness May 3 and spent the 
night in the police station. He talked 
with Fuller, who was looked up on a sim- 
ilar complaint. They were both dry and 
Fuller said ho wished he had the bottle 
he brought from Pittsfield. He said he 
could not buy liquor by the bottle fiere. 
The next morning Fuller told him he was 
going to work on a farm. On cross-ex- 
amination Mitchell said he hud seen 
Nixon and Scully "Wednesday evening and 
had a little talk about the case. 


The next witness was Timothy Scully 


of the accused firm. He testified that he 
has tended bar 11 years and in all that 
time he had never before seen a quart 


PRESIDENCY OF THE SENATE, 


f President Lawrence Retires There 


Will Be a Big Fight. 


If President George P, Lawrence of the 


state senate should not be a candidate for 
another term, there would be « very sharp 
contest for hia seat in the upper branch 
and also for tlie presidency of the senate 
next year. 


Up to this time President Lawrente la 


undecided if he will come back or not. If 
he should not, then there would be a 
flock of candidates in the field, and soma 
of the members of the present senate 
whoy up to thla time, have expected to 
retire from legislative halls would be can- 
didates for another terra, and they might 
make a fight for the presidency. 
There are in the senate today* expect- 


ing to serve in the upper branch no longer, 
unless President Lawrence should retire 
and so give them a chance to make a eon- 
test tor his position, several senators. Sen- 
ators William A. Morse of Tisbury, Brad- 
ford of Springfield, Irwin of Northamp- 
ton, each of these wonld probably; like to 
come back and take a shy at the presi- 
dency. 


Probably if the presidency were set be- 


fore them a* the prize they would have 
no trouble in getting their constituencies 
to return them. In addition to these it 
would be undoubtedly true that some of 
the younger senators ^n point of service 
wonld strive for the presidency, if it were 
to be combatted for, and Senators Bailey 
of Arlington, Dalhnger of Cambridge, 
Harwood of Newton, Roe of Worcester 
and some others might be found la the 
contest. 


It has been au unbroken rule for many 


years that a president of the senate may 
serve in that capacity without contest as 
long as hia constituency senda him back. 
So that President Lawrence will be able 
to retain the presidency as long as ha 
conies back to the senate. 


But business and other reasons have 


made him lor some time doubtful if he 
would wish to come back for* another 
term. Ae has not yet decided the ques- 
tion fu4iy with himself and may not for 
some time. But in the meantime the 
members of the senate who are thinking 
about the succession are not losing any 
time in setting their lines in order and 


ready for a canvass for the place.

Mr. Lawler oi Greenfield Re-instated 


Four Districts less. 


Collector of Internal Revenue James D. 


Gill has announced hia appointments of 
deputies. 


The department at Washington upon a 


recent investigation concluded that ten 
divisions in Massachusetts, officered by 
ten capable, diligent, conscientious depu- 
ties, would be sufficient, and the collector 
shares with them a like opinion. It ia for

On cross-examination Mr. Scully reported 
that during bis 11 years' experience in 
the liquor business Le had never before 
seen a quart bottle of amber color. Ful- 
ler did not appear silly or crazy at the 
time he was in the saloon, 


It is the hardest fought case that has 


been before the distrct court for a long 
time. As was stated Wednesday, convic- 
tion involved tbe revocation of the license 
of the defendants, who hove juat paid 
?2000 thereon, and the stake is worth 
fighting ton. The defense is striving hard 
to show that the liquor was bought in 
Pittsfield and the prosecution regrets that 
the witness expected from Pittafield to- 
day was not put on. Chief Keadajl 
brought the bottle into court with an 
extra wrapper on it. Mr. Parkhurst, of 
counsel for tbe defense, at once demanded 
an explanation and the chief was obliged 
to testify that the extra wrapper was put 
on 
by advice of Mr. Couch, coun- 


sel for the prosecution. On cross-exami- 
nation Chief Kendall said this was to see 
if the witness would know the difference. 
It was understood that a Pitisfield witness 
was to be put on to swear that he sold the 
hquor to Fuller and wrapped up the bot- 
tle, and the extra wrapper was to ascer- 
tain whether he knew what he was talk- 
ing about, but the extra wrapper busi- 
ness was exposed in a way that defeated 
this end.
